of 


u* ami-fat'' remedies, patent inedi- 
cincs for incurable diseases, beauty 
lotions, creams soaps and other <.-os- 
ineciics "guaranteed" to have some 
healing 
value. 
and 
industrial 


schools practicing fraud. 


Since the female skeleton has be- 


c'Hiie the fashion, firms selling llesh- 
ritducuig 
concoctions ; have made 


fabulous sums, and they have not 
alone practiced fraud, but have im- 
paired the 
health 
of those 
who 


have patronized them. 


This type of fraud is more dan- 


gerous and more to be 'condemned 
than fake stocks and securities. Be- 
ing robbed of one's fortune is in- 
consequential in comparison to be- 
iuj: robbcfl of one's health, or even 
life. 


The federal 
trade 
commissioner 


expressed the view that quicker and
